XI. Claims 1-27 wherein A is a heterocycle, X is O, and G is a non- 
heterocyclic group. 

XII. Claims 1-27 wherein A is a heterocycle, X is S, and G is a non- 
heterocyclic group. 

XIII. Claims 1-27 wherein A is a heterocycle, X is N, and G is a non- 
heterocyclic group.
